ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 21.—Lieut. 


William F. Bevan resumed §testify- 
ing before the court of inquiry at 
this, the third day, of the proceedings 


now in progress to ascertain the truth 


surrounding the death of Lieut. 
James N. Sutton here on the night of 
Oct. 12, 1907. Mrs. Sutton, the mother 
ot the dead youth, and her daughter, 
Mrs. Parker, who have caused a re- 
opening of the case in an effort to 
prove that their son and brother was 
not a suicide, as the first board of 
inquiry declared him to be, were on 
hand bright and early to hear more of 
the details of the actual killing so 
raphically described by Lieut. Bevan 
yesterday. 

Before Maj. Leonard proceeded witn 
the examination of Lieut. Bevan, parts 
of Lieut. Adams’ and Osterman’s tes- 
timony, to which objections had been 
taken by one side or the other yesterday, 
were read by the stenographer on re- 
quest of Mr. Davis, counsel for Mrs. 
Sutton. 

Maj. Leonard oonducted his examina- 
tien of Lieut. Bevan. 

“You were testifying yesterday about 
the apparel worn by the officers on 
the night of Sutton’s death,”’ said the 
Major. “Could you tell just what every 
one had on 

The witness said it was too dark to 
distinguish the clothes worn w some 
of those present. 


Never Heard Threats to Kill. 

Maj. Leonard asked Lieut. Bevan if he 
knew of threats against the lives of any 
officers in camp or attempts on Sut- 
ton’s part to ‘“‘shoot up the camp.” 

Mr. Davis objected to the question as 
irrelevant. 

“If any officers should be subsequent- 
ly charged with causing Sutton's death,”’ 
said Maj. Leonard. ‘any testimony 
which would tend te show a motive 
would be material. If such an officer 
had caused his death through a deep 
sense of fear and in an effort to protect 
his own life, such testimony would be 
very material.”’ 

All the lawyers took a hand in arguing 
the question and the court ruled that 
he could answer. 

The witness said he did not recall ever 
hearing Lieut. Sutton threaten to take 
the life of anyone in camp. He related 
the occasion of Sutton’s “shooting up the 
camp,”’ as told previously by Lieuts. 
Adams and Osterman. 


Tells Threat to End Life. 


Referring to the incident in carp just 
Previous to the shooting when Bevan, 
as officer of the guard, found Sutton 
confronting Lieut. Roelker with two 
revolvers pointed at Roelker’s feet, Maj. 
Leonard asked the witness if Sutton 
was taking any action at that time to 
protect himself from Roelker. 

“Lieut. Roelker was expostulating 
with Lieut. Sutton about putting his 
(Sutton’s) revolvers away, But besides 
that there was no action,’’ replied the 
witness. - 

Asked if there was any interval be- 
tween the time some one said, “My 
God, he has killed Roelker,”” and the 
time Sutton shot himself, as testified 
to by the witness. Lieut. Bevan said it 
was only a few. seconds. 

“Are you positive that Lieut. Sutton 
caused the revolver to be fired at the 
time he was shot?’ inquired Maj. Leon- 
ard, 

“Yes,"’ Lieut. Bevan answered. 

Arthur E. Birney, Lieut. Adams’ coun- 
sel, questioned the witness. The latter 
told of a conversation with Sutton, 
about six weeks prior to his death, in 
which Sutton said the life in the navy 
did not attract him and that some day 
he would shoot himeelf. 

“What led up to the conversation?” 
asked Mr. Birney, 

“It was merely a conversation in 
which Sutton spoke of his experiences 
at the academy and his examinations,” 
said Bevan. 

Counsel for Sutton’s mother began 
his cross-examination and took the wit- 
tess back to the happenings in camp

Bevan, when 
t@ met him on the way to camp, where 
n@, Bevan, had been informed by the 
corporal of the guard that Sutton wes 
nisbehaving himself and that it had 
een necessary to place Sutton under 
‘rrest earlier in the evening.

Topeka (Kan.) Man Arrested 
in St. Louis Had Only 
$24,000 Assets. 


Edward L. Zarditon, whose big de- 
partment store at Topeka, Kan., was 
forced into. bankruptcy 4n January, and 
who was indicted by the grand jury 
here last week for obtaining money on 
an alleged false - financial statement, 
was arrested in the offices of the law 
firm of Grant, Carroll, Kennedy and 
Schreiber. in ‘the » Carleton Building 
Wednesday morning. 

The indictment chafges Zanditon with 
obtaining $680 from the M. B. ltosenthal 
Millinery Co. of St. Louis on a false 
statement of his business affairs. The 
St. Louis law firm declares it repre- 
sents creditors to whom Zanditon owes 
$179,000. 

It is alleged that before the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, Zanditon was ¢s- 
tablishing credit . with manufacturers 
and jobbers in all parts of the country 
on his assertion that his assets were 
$95,000, and that he owed $46,000 The 
St. Louls lawyers last January filed an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
against Zanditon. After Zanditon went 
bankrupt the assets realized only $%,- 
000, and the St. Louis lawyers say that 
claims were presented aggregating $179,- 
000. 

Retained Nerve in Crisis. 

Zanditon’s store in Topeka was as 
relatively important there as one of 
the big department stores in St. Louis. 
He had built up a big trade and had the 
cenfidence of the business men of To- 
peka. 

But while his store was making money 
Zenditon became involved with a clique 
of men in Kansas City and New York 
who were ‘‘kiting’ paper. This was 
his undoing. He lost money to these 
men, and in his attempts to recoup 
he lost more. ' 

“With his labilities piling up,’’ said 
Mr. Kennedy to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, ‘‘the nerve and confidence of the 
man never failed him. His creditors 
say that he was the best talker they 
ever listened to.”’ 

When the firm of Grant, Carroll, 
Kennedy & Schreiber forced him into 
bankruptcy in January, many of Zan- 
diton’s creditors were incensed. They* 
said they had perfect confidence in 
Zanditon and that his financial em- 
barrassment was only temporary and 
that they were willing to help him. * But 
when the receiver unravelled the tan- 
gied affairs of the concern, they were 
dumfounded. \% 

Zanditon’s creditors are scattered all 
over the country. He was able to get 
credit from manufacturing concerns in 
St. Louis, Chicago, Kansas City, New 
York and@ in smaller cities and towns in 
the West and East. 

Arrested in Lawyer's Office. 

On June 16, as a result of the prosecu- 
tion started by Grant, Carroll, Kennedy 
& Schreiber, he was indicted by the 
grand jury. Tuesday he wired the law- 
yers from Fort Smith, Kan., that he 
would be in St. Louls Wednesday. 

Zanditon walked into the office of the 
firm in the Carleton Building at 9 a. m. 
and, with a worried look, rushed to Mr. 
Kennedy. | 

“Say, this is an awful hole that they 
have got me into,”’ he exclaimed. ‘Tell 
me what to do to get out of it.’’ 

Kennedy went into another room and 
telephoned for a detective. Then he 
went back to Zanditon and said: 

“I’ve just sent for a man who will tell 
you the best thing to do.” 

When Detectives Kilker and Hanne- 
gan arrived and Zanditon learned who 
they were, he went to headquarters 
with them without protest. 

At headquarters Zanditon made this 
staterrent:

placed him under arrest in the camp?’ 
asked Mr. Davis. 

“I don’t recall his exact words, but t 
think he said: ‘Damn the arrest, I am 
going, to get my mess jacket ane things | 
and clear out of here forever, ”’ the wit- | 
ness answered. 

Bevan said he met Lieut. Willing, of- 
ficer of the day, on his way to the place 
from which the shots seemed to be fired. 
“Lieut. Willing was coming toward the 
camp and I was hurrying away from 
it,” he continued. He did not see Sut- 
ton after he left camp until he found 
him on the ground. 

“How long was it after you saw Sut- 
ton leave camp until you heard the 
shots?” asked Mr. Davis. 

“T estimate it at two or three min- 
utes,” returned Lieut. Bevan. 

“Would that be about the time it 
would have taken Sutton to go from 
camp at a rapid pace to the spot where 
the fight occurred?” 

‘It is my impression that it would 
have taken him just about that length 
of time.” 

The witness said it was his impression 
that he heard six shots fired prior to 
the time Sutton fired the last shot, 
which, it is declared, ended his life. 
Witness Is Confused. 
“Did you see Lieut. Roelker lying on 
the ground near Sutton?’ asked Mr. 
Davis. 
**Yes.’’ 
‘“‘Was he lying on his back or on his 
face?” 
“I don’t remember.” 
When he found Sutton, there were twe 
men on him, the witness said. His body 
was lying face downward with his head ; 
towards the barracks and the body at 4 
right angle with the path. Roelker lay 
further away from the path than Sut- 
ton. 
Mr. Davis requested the witness toe 
name the men and describe their posi- 
tions about Sutton’s body when he came 
up. Bevan could not. recall the scene 
with the same detail and accuracy that 
he did yesterday and confused some 
of the men in their relative positions. 
“TIT am only describing a faint imagin- 
ing of the surroundings. I may have 
confused the men yesterday, for my 
mind was not on the surroundings at 
the time, but on my object of prevent- 
ing further injury being done.” 
Many of the witnesses frankly told 
the Court that their recollection of the 
night’s events was not distinct. Lieut. 
Adams’ statement Tuesday that they 
had been drinking beer all day caused 
& ripple of laughter. 
Mr. Davis dwelt on the details of the 
scene as Lieut. Bevan first described 
them until the Judge Advocate object- 
ed, saying Mr.. Bevan had answered 
these questions as best he could. 

The Court overruled the objection and 
Mr. Davis continued to question the 
witness about the immediate surround- 
ings of the shooting. 


Ordered Beating to Stop. 
“According to Bevan, the members of 


the group he saw about Sutton were 
Lieuts. Utley, Williams, Willing and 
Sergt. De Harte. 

“Although you heard six shots after 
Lutton left camp with two revolvers, 
when you reached him you still feared 
he might have some shots in the re- 
voalvers, so you attempted to hold him 
te the ground. Is that right?’ Mr. 
Davis answered ‘Yes.’ 

‘Do you recall that Utley or De Harte 
said anything or to you as they were 
holding Utley down?” 

“No, sir, I don’t recall anything. They 
had been running some distance and 
were out of breath. We were all in the 
same condition. 

“T ordered Lieut. Adams to desist from 
hitting Sutton, which he did immediate- 
ly and stood back,’’ added the witness. 
He coul not tell which man it was said 
“Sutton had killed Roelker.’’ 

‘Under normal circumstances, I would 
have recognized the voice of every man 
except De Harte, but I did not recognize 
any voice at that time,” he added. 
Lieut. Bevan said it might have been 


Lieut. Adams, but he was not sure, 


Saw Sutton Shoot. 

“Whoever said it, did they also say 
Sutton hed killed Adams?’ asked Mr. 
Davis. 

“IT don’t recall so, but I would not 
swear they did not,’ was the answer. 

The first time he saw a revolver 
after he reached Sutton was when he 
saw the flash of a sho tin front of Sut- 
ton’s head and Lieut. Willing reached 
over and took the revolver from Sut- 
ton’s hands, the witness said. 

“Do you know what became of the 
revolver after that?’ asked Mr. Davis. 
“I do not,” replied Lieut. Bevan. 
‘You testified before that you thought 
Sutton shot himself in the forehead, 
didn’t you?”’ persisted Mr. Davis, who 
read the testimony to that effect from 

the record. 

“Really, Xt was the impression I got 
at that timc?’ said Lieut, Bevan. Not- 
ing some of the small discrepancies in 
Lieut. Bevan’'s testimony at this time 
and at the former hearing, Mr. Davis 
asked the witness if his present testi- 
mony was less accurate than on the 
former occasion. 


Mother Declares Son Was atin: 

Bevan's narrative was cut short yes- 
terday by adjournment of court, but he 
had progressed sufficiently far in his 
testimony to unequivocally state Sut- 
ton had killed himself while he (Bevan) 
was lying on his prostrate form pinion- 
ing him to earth while he sought to 
disarm him, before he could again shoot 
at Lieut. Robert BE. Adams, with whom 
he had previously fought. 

A startiing phase of the Case came 
to light last night when Mrs. Sutton 
said that she had an important state- 
ment to make. Briefly told, it is this: 

“My son was not shot to death I 
don’t mean by this that no effort had 
been mnade to ond hig life this way, but 
I do mean to say that he was crueil; 
and mercilessly beaten by several of 
the men who have admitted that they 
fought with him. He was down and 
out, As he lay there on the ground 
with these men surrounding him an4 
others pinioning him to the earth, as 
they have testified, blow after blow was 
rained upon him and he was literal! 
beaten to death. He was powerless to

OMEONE reported to me about 

1 o'clock that a fight was 
going on in the marine camp.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE COSTS 
MAN'S FORTUNE AND MIND 
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New Yorker, in Observation Ward, Declares 
Mrs. Eddy and Another Leader are Using 
Wills in Effort to End His Life. 
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NEW YORK, July 21.—Henry. Pen- 
nington Toler, once a leader in the 
Christian Science Church and once a 
millionaire, is in the psychopathic ward 
of Bellevue Hospital, a victim, he be- 
lieves, of malicious animal magnetism 


exerted against him by Mrs. Eddy and 
Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson. Unless old 
friends come to his aid he will be sent 
to Ward’s Island as a public charge. 
His insanity has reached such an ad- 
vanced stage, Dr. Gregory, the superin- 
tendent of the ward, said, that there 
is hardly a chance of his recovery. 

‘‘Malpractice” is the term Toler used 
in discussing his trouble with Dr. Greg- 
ory. Instead of trying to cure him, he 
declares, Mrs. Eddy and Mrs. Stetson 
are bending. their will power to end his 
life. He is in constant suffering from 
shooting pains.through his head, which 
he believes are the manifestations of 
the “M, A. M.,”’ to use a technical ex- 
pression of Christian Scientists. 

Delusions Are Acute. 

Toler was not violent, but his delu- 
sions had become so acute that it was 
believed it was no longer safe to leave 
him at liberty. 

Toler gave $50,000 toward the erection 
of the First Church and indirectly sacri- 
ficed the greater part of his fortune, es- 
timated at $1,000,000, to the movement.

After leaving college he took up 
golf and was soon in the championship 
class. 

Syccesstul in Business, 

In business he was equally successful. 
First on the Consolidated and later on 
the Stock Exchange he made money 
rapidly, and until 1901, when he em- 
braced Christian Science, after what he 
regarded as a miraculous cure, he was 
looked upon as a rising power in finance. 
He sold his seat for $53,000 and plunged 
into a scheme to reclaim most of Har- 
lem from its present owners and estab- 
lish thero a new Jerusalem. 

Title was claimed to something like 
three billions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty under a grant from Charles II. A 
large suite of offices was manned by 
Christian Science. After several hun- 
dred thousand dollarg had been spent, 
the whole plan was dropped by order, 
it was said, of Mrs. Eddy. 

Since then Toler has practiced as a 
healer, but not under the auspices of the 
First Church.

Bolivian Citizens Sign Monster 
Petitions to Enlist in 
the Army.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, July %1.—Official 


circles now admit that a rupture has 
occurred between Bolivia and the Ar- 
gantine Republic, and that all diplo- 
matic relations have been severed. The 
recall of the Argentine minister, Senor 
Fonseca, who has been stationed here 
throughout the disorderly everts lead- 
ing up to the present crisis, was fol- 
luwed almost simultaneously by the re- 
call’ of the Bolivian Minister stationed 


at Buenos Ayres. On the departure 
of the Bolivian Minister from Argen- 
tine, he has been ordered to turn over 
the archives to the American, Chilean 
or Brazilian Legation. 


Petition for Army. 

The rupture of diplomatic relations 
was announced after extended official 
conferences held throughout yesterday, 
at which efforts were made to meet the 
aggressive attitude assumed by Argen- 
tina, and at the same time allay the 
growing popular agitation in Bolivia. 

The spirit of the people was shown 
in monster petitions asking to be en- 
rolled in the army, the petitioners as- 
serting unconditional support of the 
government caused in case of an armed 
conflict. The feeling that hostilities 
may occur is shown by the continued 
depature of many Argentine and Bo- 
livian residents. 


President Montes Blamed. 

The cause of Argentina’s breaking off 
of diplomatic relations, as stated here, 
is a circular issued by President Montes 
to the Provincial Governors of Bolivia, 
referring in slighting and offensive 
terms to Argentina’s decision against 
Bolivia in the pending Peru-Bolivia™ 
Loundary dispute. Argentina also takes 
offense at President Montes’ orders to 
the municipality of La Paz to suspend 
the centenary fetes which have been 
going on, in view of Argentina’s ad- 
versesaction, which is regarded as a na- 
tional misfortune. 

These two steps by President Montes 
are construed by Argentina as Mcum- 
patible with a dignified continuance 
of friendly diplomatic relations. The 
recall of their minister thereupon fol- 
lowed, and this in turn was followed by 
the recall of the Bolivian Minister at 
Buenos Ayres. 


ARBITRATION NULLIFIES SALE 
OF ACRE DISTRICT TO BRAZIL 


HE territory in dispute between 
ii Bolivia and Peru, leng a matter 
of bitter feeling, was finally sub- 
mitted this year to President Alcerta 
of Argentina as arbitrator. The terri- 
tery involved” is the famous Acre dis- 
trict, which Brazil purchased from Bo- 
livia early in 1900 for $10,000,000. ’ 

Peru at that time warned Brazil 
and Bolivia that she claimed the terri- 
tory and that the dispute as to owner- 
ship was even then the subject of arbi- 
tration. Nevertheless, the deal was 
completed, giving promise of a three- 
cornered war. President Alcorta’s award 
nullifies Bolivia's sale ef the property 
to Brazil. 

President Altorta rendered his deci- 
sion on July 9 last, with the result that 
on that night furious mobs attacked the 
Argentine Legation at La Paz, and it 
was necessary to call out the troops 
to protect the Argentine Minister, Senor 
Fenseca, and also the Bolivian Lega- 
tion. The Bolivians unanimously - pro- 
tested against the award, published 
that day in the newspapers, considering 
it unjust. 

Bolivia officially ignored the award. 
Dr. Victorino de la Plaza, the Argen- 
tine Minister of Foreign Affairs, invited 
the ministers of Bolivia and Peru ac- 
credited te Argentine to call at the 
Foreign Office in order to lay before 
them the arbitral decision as to the 
boundary line between the two ceun- 
tries. Bolivia paid no.heed te the 
summons. The controversy over the 
award has continued to be a subject of 
unpleasant negotiation between Peru, 
Bolivia and Argentina. 


Argentina Has Advantage. 

In event of a hostile contest between 
Argentina and Bolivia figures of finan- 
cial resources and armed strength 
would indicate a most unequal condi- 
tion, heavily in favor of Argentina. 

Argentina is shown to be the most 
formidable, in point ef arms, of all the 
South American republics. She has been 
a model of progressiveness under a con- 
stitution closely’ follewing that of the 
United States. She pays her President 
$30,000 a year. | 

The country is rich, exporting large 
quantities of agricultural products and

THE HENEY LOAN. 
Representative Tawney’s admission that Fran- 
cis J. Heney has drawn $23,000 from the Federal 
Treasury during the past year without perform- 
ing any service for the Government discloses an 


® | astonishing condition. Mr. Heney was original- 


ly employed as special counsel to assist in the 
Federal prosecution of land fraud cases. For 
three years he was actively engaged in these 
prosecutions and received therefor $69,000. For 
@ year or more he has been assisting the Prose- 
cuting Attorney of San Francisco in the boodle 
cases. 

Mr. Heney has been doing good work in San 
Francisco boodle cases. He is performing a 
valuable service to the Frisco people directly and 
incidentally to the people of the whole country, 
who are interested in the punishment of eorrup- 
tionists in all parts of the country. His service 
is doubtless worth more than San Francisco pays 
for an assistant prosecutor. But none of these 
facts justify keeping Mr. Heney on the payroll of 
the United States as special prosecutor, while 
his whole time is occupied with the prosecution 
of San Francisco boodlers. 

Mr. Tawney’s statement clears up the question 
which has agitated San Francisco, of the source 
of Mr. Heney’s income. It has been charged that 
Mr. Spreckles paid him from a fund raised to 
prosecute the San Francisco boodlers, The Unit- 
ed States has been paying him. 

While rejoicing in the work Mr. Heney has 
done and is doing and wasting no regrets over the 
money expended by the Government, we cannot 
indorse the policy of paying from the Federal 
Treasury attorneys who are doing state or mu- 
nicipal work. It is contrary to law. Nothing of 
this sort ought to be done, unless it can be done 
legally, publicly and with the consent of the 
Congress. The surreptitious method of lending 
special Federal prosecutors to do the work for 
municipalities opens the way to rank abuses 
and the waste of public money. 

The fact that Mr. Heney was a favorite prose- 


‘cutor of former President Roosevelt, who was 


greatly interested in the success of the San 
Francisco prosecutions and in Mr. Heney’s per- 
sonal efforts suggests the authority for the loan. 
The act is Rooseveltian. It is quite in harmony 
with his method of authorizing acts, regardless 
of the laws and of the bounds of his legal pow- 
ers. But Roosevelt precedents are good prece- 
dents to eliminate,

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WALL STREET PRICES, 
Abnormally cheap money is assigned as the 
cause of high prices for standard securities. This 
is to say that the price of stocks is not the 
standard for measuring their investment yield, 





but is the result of speculative efforts, increased 


by cheap money, to force prices up for profit. 

This situation would be most interesting if 
there were anything, unusual about it except the 
degree of speculative intensity. Wall street quo- 
tations and activities long ago ceased to have 
any important bearing on business activities or 
to stand as an index to them. The crop prospects 
are the matter of importance, and Wall street 
will subside as soon as its gambling fund is 
dipped into for money to move the yield of the 
fields. 

To the country at large it matters little wheth- 
er Wall stréet prices are high or low. It has been 
learned that the quoted prices reprerent nothing 
more or less than betting values. If a pernicious 
system of handling bank reserves causes the 
flow of idle money to New York for use in spec- 
ulative ventures, a demand for the return of that 
money to legitimate channels is always an- 
swered, When the farmer has no use for it Wall 
strect is allowed to play with it. That is bad 
enough in itself; but it might be worse. Security 
values should, of course, represent something 
real. A stock market in which real values are 
recognized would be a decided advantage to busi- 
ness, but until there is a radical change in the 
banking system there can be no hope of this. 
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An Hast St. Louis farm has produced 6000 
bushels of wheat worth $7500. The 200 acres of 
farm land are in the city limits. It is an un- 
precedented condition when city land can pro- 
duce $7500 of real wealth in a season. The cus- 
tomary way‘is to defy nature, convert rich farm 
lands into vacant real estate and wait for a rise 
in price for profit.

Before he departs 

for Europe Jeffries will put up his 

money, and thereby show the world that 

he has been sincere rm his effort to 

round into shape for a battle with the 
negro champion. 

When Jeffries started on his recent 
stage career he wanted to tell the pub- 
lic that he would try and reclaim the 
white man’s supremacy in the ring, But 
his theatrical managers declined to per- 
mit him to make the deciaration, fearing 


it would affect his drawing power. Jef- 
fries was compelled te withstand the 
taunts of Johnson for several months. 
When he did speak he said he would 
fight Johnson if he could get into shape. 
| He knew he could get into shape—in 
fact, he has been in good shape for sev- 
eral months. Six weeks of hard work 
would make him fit to fight Johnson 
to a finish. Throughout the country 
Jeffries has been severely criticised this 
week because of his fallure to post a 
forfeit in Chicago. He had declared 
that upon his arrival in Chicago he 
would meet Johnson and arrange a 
match. He said he would post $10,000 
if necessary.
